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Organization of 
County *s Schools 


The county is divided into sixty 
two school districts. Two of these, 
Ada and Roff, are wholly independ 
ent of the county superintendent, 
and are not included in the rural 
schools. Hence this is a report of 
the rural and small town schools of 
the county. In sixteen of these dis­ 
tricts, one teacher schools are main­ 
tained. There are twenty-nine dis­ 
tricts that employ two teachers 
each, seven districts that employ 
three teachers each and eight dis­ 
tricts that employ tour to eleven 
teachers each.
